Washtenaw even 
agreed to hold classes in specially 
constructed rooms within the plant 
itself; which made it possible for the 
work force to stay after work or 
come in early. Speed reading classes 
and GED were just a few of the 
many classes our work force were 
able to attend because Washtenaw 
was flexible enough to serve the 
needs in the area

The compensation commission 
met on December 17 and 27 for the 
purpose of reviewing the salaries of 
elected officials. They studied salary 
and wage schedules in cities similar 
in size to Romulus in a report enti¬ 
tled “Salary and Wages in Michigan 
Municipalities over 1,000 population” 
for the. year 2000-2001. 

Based upon the current average 
salaries listed in the report, the com¬ 
mission found the salaries for Romu¬ 
lus elected officials to be too low. 

The commission determined that 
all elected officials should get a 4 per¬ 
cent increase in 2002 and another 4 
percent increase in 2003. 

I agree with what they (the com¬ 
mission) have to do, trying to make 
sure that we’re looking at other com¬ 
munities, but I think we need to look 
right here as well,” said Councilman 
Burcroff.

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Bleeth gets “star 
treatment” from courts 


Some observations: 

Can you say “star treatment.” 
That’s what Yasmine Bleeth received 
from our county court system when 
she was sentenced to two years pro¬ 
bation last week. 

The former “Baywatch” star 
crashed her rental car on .1-94 last 
summer and Romulus Police officers 
found a veritable pharmacy of drugs 
and accessories in her car, as well as 
an intoxicated driver and passenger. 

If it were you or I, we would be in 
jail today. Ms. Bleeth, because of her 
celebrity status, had one count of 
drug possession totally expunged, 
thus allowing her to skip any jail 
time. She did get slapped with 
mandatory drug testing- oh, give me 
a break, don’t most athletes and 
public figures got through drug test¬ 
ing periodically- and she will have to 
do 100 hours of community service. 

Ms. Bleeth was caught by TV cam¬ 
eras last week pleading her case in 
court. She told a judge she was clean 
and sober since the incident and was 
very sorry. I, quite frankly, don’t be¬ 
lieve it; but the star-struck judge 
sentenced her to nothing. 

Newly elected Romulus City coun- 
cilperson Charles Miller doesn’t like 
this newspaper, and I don’t under¬ 
stand why. At a meeting a couple of 
weeks ago, he did the highly unusual- 
he took the podium to verbally at¬ 
tack our reporter, Stefanie Carano. 

It seems Mr. Miller thinks we 
should not print certain items that 
might appear negative to the City 
Council or new administration.

Before the election another reporter 
tried to extract a platform from the 
candidate, only to be told everyone 
knows what I stand for. 

You don’t have to like us, Mr. Miller, 
we understand. But you do need to 
understand our master is neither 
you, the mayor or City Council. We 
take our direction from all the resi¬ 
dents of Romulus, and when you try 
to intimidate our reporter into not 
reporting certain items, you are indi¬ 
rectly censoring the news available 
to Romulus citizens. 

That said, it is nice to report that 
the Romulus City Council refused an 
8% pay raise at their last council 
meeting. That’s right, a compensa¬ 
tion board told officials they were un¬ 
derpaid when compared to other 
cities of a similar size and that a raise 
of 4% now, and 4% the next year was 
in order. V 

Lead by Councilpersons William 
Crova and LeRoy Burcroff, the Coun¬ 
cil voted not to accept the pay raises, 
in light of the September 11 
tragedies and revenue sharing drops. 



It’s legal, but is it moral? 


Man-made laws can create a moral 
dilemma for some. Is the fact that 
something is legal sufficient justifica¬ 
tion for doing it or are there other con¬ 
siderations? 

First, let us recognize that there is a 
difference between moral behavior and 
"ethical" behavior Morality is based on 
a code of conduct according to exter¬ 
nal rules, e.g. the Tfen Commandments 
that came from God Ethics is an at¬ 
tempt by men to substitute their own 
judgment as to what is 'fight or wrong" 
for that of God’s judgment. 

God’s rules don’t change. He is the 
same today, yesterday and forever But 
by ignoring His rules and substituting 
our own, we now live by what is called 
"situation ethics." What might be 
"wrong" in one situation may be entire¬ 
ly justified in another 

Under virtually any code of morali¬ 
ty, it would be wrong for a private citi¬ 
zen to take property from another pri¬ 
vate citizen under the threat of the use 
of force and sell it (at a profit) to a third 
private party. That would be called ex¬ 



tortion and could be prosecuted as a 
felony. 

Yet the courts and our elected rep¬ 
resentatives have allowed the govern¬ 
ment to do exactly that as long as the 
claim is made that the "public" will ben¬ 
efit by jobs being created for a few indi¬ 
viduals. 

The sanctioning of these actions by 
government is a perfect example of sit¬ 
uation ethics, sometimes called a dou¬ 
ble standard. What is wrong for an in¬ 
dividual is "’good public policy” when 
done by government. 

The lottery is another good exam¬ 
ple. When run by private individuals, it 
is called racketeering and the lull force 
of government is used to stamp it out. 


When run by the state, it is to fund ed¬ 
ucation (although it really doesn’t, it 
just frees up other money for govern¬ 
ment to spend). Ironically, the num¬ 
bers "racket" used to have better pay¬ 
offs (odds) than the state run versioa 

People seem to think of govern¬ 
ment as some monolithic, impersonal 
entity that has little relationship to 
themselves. It is not. Government is 
made up of people much like you and 
me. Collectively, they make laws and 
decisions on our behalf 

When one breaks a moral code, he 
is called a sinner. The current eu¬ 
phemism for transgressors against a 
code of ethics is "ethically challenged." 
We are told we can’t apply a moral 
code to the actions of government be¬ 
cause it is based in religion And a ma¬ 
jority of the public seems to have 
bought that con 

In the final analysis, it is we, the 
public, who are sinners or ethically 
challenged because we keep electing 
the extortioners (and worse) to public 
office.

Fbrd Motor Company took a big hit 
last week 

If the world's second largest au- 
tomakei; which employs about 345,000 
employees on six continents, can start 
bleeding money, what about the rest of 
us? 

Given the current recession. I'd say 
most of us would be well advised to 
stock up on bandages to stem the flow. 

Fords reversal shows just how vul¬ 
nerable even the mightiest are in this 
global economy. 

’That's the nature of our business," 
said Roger Caldwell, president of UAW 
Local 845, which represents workers at 
the Sheldon Road Visteon plant. Vis¬ 
teon supplies Ford with heater and air 
conditioning units. 

Before its trouble started. Ford was 
on a winning streak. It's cars and trucks 
were best sellers. Then came the Fire¬ 
stone debacle, where the company had 
tp recall and reolace tires at a laree cost 
in money and reputation. And then 
came the 9-11 atrocity, which put the 
screws on the national economy. 

But Ford's reversal had other fac¬ 
tors. 

"A lot happened because of mis¬ 
management," Caldwell said. "When 
Jac Nasser took over as CEO, Ford one 
of soundest companies with about a 
$20 billion cash reserve. Ford was a 
heartbeat away from being the number 
one car manufecturer for the first time 
in history. Then he came in and put in 
all this BS stuff and tried to run Ford 
like a European company. He got away 
from the buyers of the product." 

Though I know little about the au¬ 
tomobile industry, Nasser quickly had 
set off warning bells in my mind as he 
pushed out many of his best and most 
experienced employees in the name of 
"diversity." 

Many of Ford’s best designers and 
new car developers left the company af¬ 
ter interpreting Nassefs statements 
about "diversity" to mean that promo¬ 
tions would be based on more on skin 
color than merit. On their way out, a 
few of the pushed-out employees con¬ 
tacted the media, warning that the 
company's new car development 
would suffer without a proven team. 

A longtime critic of the "diversity" 
movement, £ picked up on this early in 
Nassefs career and spent a lot of time 
sounding out the remaining Ford work¬ 
ers about how Nassef s pursuit of "di¬ 
versity" was driving out Ford's best tal¬ 
ent. 

But at the time, nobody at the com¬ 
pany would criticize Nasser and the na¬ 
tion's mainstream press was too tame 
to go after somebody so politically cor¬ 
rect. 

Unfortunately, corporate mergers 
and takeovers have changed the na¬ 
tion's newspapers for the worse. In my 
opinion, newspapers have taken a big¬ 



ger hit than car manufacturers. 

Miami Herald columnist and best¬ 
selling novelist Carl Hiaasen puts it 
best in Basket Case, his current novel: 
"They [conglomerate publishers] 
dream of a day when hard news is no 
longer allowed to interfere with putting 
out profitable newspapers." 

Unfortunately, this attitude has cre¬ 
ated reporters who shirk ’from stories 
that demand depth or deliberation, 
stories that might rattle a few cages 
and raise a little hell and ultimately 
change some poor citizen’s life for the 
better" 

So the press dropped the ball on 
Nasser, allowing him to chip away a 
great company under the nation's 
radar As a result, Nasser created some 
affirmative action managerial jobs at 
the cost of about 35,000jobs worldwide, 
the number of workers Fbrd has or will 
let go because of his policies. 

Of these 35,000 layoflk, buyouts, and 
firings, about 21,500 were in North 
America, including 15,000 hourly, 5,000 
salaried, 1,500 agency employees, and 
one CEO. 

Though Ford stockholders had 
Med to nip Nassef s policies in the bud, 
they sent him packing while there was 
still time to turn around the company. 
And this time, Ford’s board of directors 
has put the company in competent 
hands, Bill Ford. 

As everybody knows, Bin Ford came 
forward last week with a new plan. 

"Our revitalization plan is based on 
executing the fundamentals of our 
business to build great products," said 
Chairman and Chief Executive Officer 
BUI Fbrd. 

It's an ambitious but tough plan. 
Besides eliminating jobs, it wfil reduce 
stockholders' dividends, streamline 
production, and get rid of unprofitably 
cars, including the Lincoln Continental, 
a luxury car that radiated elegance for 
about 60 years. Unfortunately, it win re¬ 
duce production at the Wayne Assem¬ 
bly Plant. 

But wifi it work? 

"We have a good product, so if we 
keep a positive focus, we’re going to be 
fine," said Jim Demmer; vice-president 
of the Demmer Automotive Group. 

'Tm thrified with the new plan," said 
CaldwelL 

Though I am not happy with the 
layoffs and firings, I expect the plan to 
succeed as long as Ford gets out of the 
"diversity" business and back into the 
car business.

Campaign finance law won’t work 


To the editor: 

Citing the need to keep outside 
money away from Michigan elec¬ 
tions and to level the playing field 
among interest groups, the 91st 
Legislature has given us a new 
campaign finance law. Limits have 
been imposed on the practice of 
bundling, the act of collecting con¬ 
tribution checks from multiple in¬ 
dividuals with shared interests 
and forwarding them together to a 
candidate for public office. Under 
the new law, bundling by an orga¬ 
nization is limited to $34,000, the 
same limit that applies to a direct 
contribution from a political ac¬ 
tion committee to a candidate’s 
campaign. 

The new law doesn’t begin to 
address the problems of outside 
money. In the 2000 election cycle, 
the federal parties transferred 
more than $24 million in soft mon¬ 
ey to the Michigan Republican 
and Democratic Parties’ state po¬ 
litical accounts. That is 20 per 
cent more than all the candidates 
for state office combined had in 
their campaign accounts. The new 
law does nothing to address that 
outside money. 


The U.S. Chamber of Com¬ 
merce spent more than $5 million 
on judicial issue ad campaigns in 
five states, including Michigan, in 
2000. None of those expenditures 
were reported on any campaign fi¬ 
nance report. And the new law 
does not address that outside 
money. 

There are numerous examples 
of interest groups and individuals 
spending without limits on cam¬ 
paigns that make a mockery of the 
idea of an even playing field. Politi¬ 
cal action committees were con¬ 
ceived as a way to give small con¬ 
tributors with shared interests a 
means to counterbalance big- 
money interests.In contemporary 
elections, PACs are used as fronts 
to allow big contributors to spend 
on campaigns without limits. In 
the recent Detroit mayoral elec¬ 
tion, the Burton Leland Leader¬ 
ship Fund spent hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of dollars in "independent 
expenditures" on behalf of candi¬ 
date Gil Hill and just four individ¬ 
uals contributed more than 90 per 
cent of the money. In the 2000 
Supreme Court election, the Ann 
Arbor PAC spent more than 


$300,000 on three candidates and 
one man, Tom Monaghan, gave 
that PAC more than 87 per cent of 
its funds. 

There are obvious ways to level 
the playing field. There should be 
limits on contributions to the 
state parties' political accounts 
and state PACs, just as there are 
limits on contributions to the fed¬ 
eral parties' political accounts and 
federal PACs. Bogus issue ads that 
are the main vehicle for anony¬ 
mous negative campaigning 
should be treated as election ex¬ 
penditures, and they should be 
subject to all the rules thereof. 

Public policy should be devel¬ 
oped in the public interest, not in 
the private interest of campaign 
contributors. Campaign finance 
reform is a keystone issue that af¬ 
fects all areas of public policy. Our 
Legislature must summon the po¬ 
litical will to address the core of 
the matter. The bundling bill miss¬ 
es the mark.
